100-400 BiC. remains a vex- 
ing Issue, in spite ot recent attempts to address 
ihis problem The eastern satrapies arc me re I v 
bare reflections within our ancient sources, 
while Others, Egypt, Babylonia, Media, and 
Blunt, are more secure. In Western Anatolia, 
however, the ancient (truck records allow us 
to undertake a more positive investigation of 
the question, yet the number and nature of 
those satrapies also remains in doubt. During 
the early fifth century B.C., at the time of King 
Xerxes I s expedition against Greece, Anatolia 
embraced four satrapies: the semiautonomous 
Cilicia ruled by one retaining the ancient title- 
namc Svennesis with his capital at Tarsus (Xen. 
limb. 1.2.25), Cappadocia with its capital at 
Gordton-’, Sparda with its capital at Sardis (Hdt. 
t— t-t), and tiic newly structured northwestern 
Daskyleion with a capital by the same name
